RUSSIA. 
Cholera— January 1-August 10, 1921. 1 

Information received under date of August 18, 1921, through the 
sanitary and statistical sections of the health commissariat, shows 
the occurrence throughout the Republic, from January 1 to August 
10, 1921, of 78,011 cases of cholera. The distribution by period was 
reported as follows : January-March, 192 1 , 369 cases ; April, 649 ; May, 
1,755; June and to July 2, 42,208; July, 33,110 (incomplete). On 
railways, 11,632 cases, of which 5,992 were classed as suspect, were 
reported; in prisons during June and July, 193 cases; in the Red 
Army, 2,027 cases. The distribution of cases by districts and Repub- 
lics was reported as follows: 

Districts. — Astrakhan, 5,132 cases; Black Sea region, 3,152; Don 
Territory, 2,006; Kursk, 1,227; Orel, 1,968; Samara, 5,315; Saratov, 
7,201; Simbirsk, 1,160; Tambov, 2,561; Tzaritzyn, 3,028; Ufa, 5,196; 
Veronezh, 3,621. 

Republics.— Bashkir, 1,038 cases; Kirghiz, 5,687; Tartar, 1,178; 
Tchuvash, 233. In the districts of Moscow, Markstadt, Nizhni- 
Novgorod, Rjasan, and Tcheljabinsk from 300 to 1,000 cases were 
reported. In the city of Moscow 289 cases were reported. Addi- 
tional cases were reported as follows: Territories of Azerbeidjan, 614; 
Turkestan, 5,583; and in the Ukraine a very large prevalence was 
reported, of which the reports were stated to be incomplete. In 
Siberia 1,264 cases were registered. 

SPAIN. 

Precautions Against Importation of Cholera. 

According to information dated September 5, 1921, vessels arriving 
from Russian or other ports infected with cholera are required to put 
in at the nearest quarantine station before being admitted to a port in 
Spain.
